The  Fifteenth  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Library  Associ¬ 
ation  of  Portland  was  held  at  the  Library  Rooms  on  the 
evening  of  Saturday,  February  i,  1S79 — the  President,  the 
Hon.  Matthew  P.  Deady,  in  the  chair. 

The  minutes  of  the  last  annual  meeting  were  read  and  ap¬ 
proved. 

The  President  then  read  his  annual  report,  as  follows: 

To  the  inembers  of  the  Library  Association ,  Portland , 
Oregon : — As  required  by  the  Constitution  of  the  Associa¬ 
tion,  I  hereby  report  to  you  the  “  general  doings  and  condi¬ 
tion  ”  of  the  society  during  the  year  187S. 

Although  no  great  gains  have  been  made  during  this  pe¬ 
riod,  yet  there  has  been  a  steady  and  noticeable  improvement 
in  all  the  elements  of  strength,  prosperity  and  usefulness.  In 
the  increase  of  books,  members  and  current  receipts,  as  also, 
in  the  management  and  growth  of  our  permanent  funds,  the 
record  of  1S7S  is  full  of  encouragement  and  hope  for  the 
future. 

During  the  year  500  copies  of  the  amended  Constitution 
and  By-Laws,  together  with  the  annual  reports  of  the  Associ¬ 
ation  since  1S71,  have  been  published  in  pamphlet  form;  and 
also  600  copies  of  a  catalogue  of  174  pages,  representing 
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the  works  in  the  library  on  July  12,  1878,  at  a  total  cost  of 
$990.80,  all  of  which,  except  $41.30  has  been  paid  from 
special  contributions  obtained  from  the  friends  of  the  library 
and  the  sale  of  catalogues.  In  short,  it  is  enough  to  say,  that 
the  Association  appears  to  keep  pace  with  the  vigorous 
growth  and  prosperity  of  the  city  and  its  surroundings,  and 
that  the  library  merits  and  receives  the  good  will  and  appre¬ 
ciation  of  the  general  public. 

The  following  details  concerning  the  working  and  condi¬ 
tion  of  the  library  are  drawn  from  the  books  of  the  Associa¬ 
tion,  the  annual  report  of  the  Librarian,  Mr.  Henry  A.  Oxer, 
of  the  Treasurer,  Mr.  Philip  C.  Schu)  ler,  and  of  the  Finance 
Committee,  Mr.  Henry  Failing  and  Mr.  C.  H,  Lewis. 

BOOKS  AND  MEMBERSHIP. 

At  the  close  of  the  year  1877  there  were  8,724  volumes  in 
the  library.  During  the  past  year  there  was  added  to  the  li¬ 
brary  426  volumes — 108  by  donation  and  318  by  purchase  at 
a  cost  of  $830.60;  making  the  whole  number  of  volumes  in 
the  library  at  the  close  of  1878,  as  appears  by  the  register, 
9,150.  But  upon  an  actual  count  of  the  books  upon  the 
shelves  for  the  purpose  of  preparing  the  manuscript  of  the 
catalogue  it  was  found  that  there  was  290  less  than  the  num¬ 
ber  on  the  register.  The  difference  is  accounted  for  by  the 
librarian  as  follows : 

Entered  on  register  twice, 88;  burned,  22;  blank,  14;  returned, 
io;  sold,  4;  lost  and  worn  out,  152 — 290.  Deduct  this  number 
from  the  number  on  the  register — 9.150 — and  the  remainder 
— -8, 860- — is  the  actual  number  of  volumes  in  the  library  at 
the  close  of  1878.  This  is  believed  to  be  a  very  small  loss 
on  such  a  stock  in  14  years — about  three  per  centum.

being  an  increase  of  1,673  volumes  or  eight  and  a  fraction  per 
centum  over  the  number  loaned  in  1 S77. 

A  list  of  the  newspapers  and  periodicals  received  at  the  li¬ 
brary  rooms  during  the  year  and  of  the  books  presented  to 
the  Association  is  hereto  appended.  The  publishers  of  news¬ 
papers  in  the  State  and  neighboring  territories  kindly  continue 
to  furnish  us  with  their  valuable  publications  gratuitously. 

During  the  year  1S7S  there  were  471  persons  members  or 
the  Association,  classified  as  follows:  Perpetual,  51;  life,  1 
yearly,  2;  quarterly,  116;  monthly,  2S7;  and  honorary,  14;- 
against  4S4  members  in  1877,  classified  as  iollows:  Perpet¬ 
ual,  4S;  life,  1;  yearly,  2:  quarterly,  179;  monthly,  243;  and 
honorary,  11. 

The  average  of  the  quarterly  and  monthly  membership  for 
1S7S  obtained  by  dividing  the  whole  amount  of  dues  ($2,282) 
received  on  that  account  by  $12 — the  amount  of  dues  for  a 
year — is  190  1-6.  In  1S77  it  was  1S2  2-10.  It  is  gratifying  to 
note  an  increase  of  the  average  of  subscribing  members,  and 
particularly  of  three  perpetual  members.

The  receipts  from  the  sales  of  books  and  papers  hare  here¬ 
tofore  been  carried  into  this  account,  but  this  year  they  have 
been  credited  to  the  income  of  book  fund.  There  was  re¬ 
ceived  from  this  source  $32.20.  On  the  other  hand,  the  ex¬ 
pense  of  binding  books,  which  formerly  belonged  to  this  ac¬ 
count,  has  been  charged  to  the  income  of  book  fund.  There 
was  expended  on  this  account,  during  the  year,  $75.25. 
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THE  HOME  FUND. 

On  December  31,  1877,  this  fund  amounted  to  $11,316.46, 
of  which  $10,700  was  loaned  on  note  and  mortgage,  and 
$616.46  was  in  the  hands  of  the  treasurer. 

On  December  31,  1878,  there  was  loaned  on  note  and 
mortgage,  $  1 1,500,  and  in  the  hands  of  the  treasurer,  cash, 
$1,255.48,  making  in  all  the  sum  of  $12,755.48.  The  in¬ 
crease  of  the  fund  from  interest  received  during  the  year  has 
been  $1,439.02.  The  origin  of  this  fund — $9,215 — was  ob¬ 
tained  by  subscription  in  1873-4.  On  February  24,  1876,  this 
sum  was  put  at  interest,  and  the  increase  in  less  than  three 
years  has  been  more  than  one-third  of  the  principal.  But 
some  effort  should  be  made  every  year  to  increase  it  by  addi¬ 
tional  subscriptions. 

THE  BOOK  FUND. 

On  December  31,  1S77,  this  fund  amounted  to  $12,000,  of 
which  $4,200  was  in  notes  for  balance  of  2S  subscriptions  to 
perpetual  memberships;  $7,300  was  loaned  on  note  and  mort¬ 
gage,  and  $500  in  the  hands  of  the  treasurer. 

On  December  31,  1S7S,  the  fund  amounted  to  $12,750,  of 
which  $10,500  was  loaned  on  note  and  mortgage  and  $2,250 
was  on  notes  for  balance  of  subscriptions  to  perpetual  mem¬ 
berships. 

This  fund  is  derived  so  far  from  the  sale  of  perpetual  mem¬ 
berships  at  $250  each,  payable  in  cash,  or  cash  and  notes,  as 
provided  in  §  5  of  Art.  II.  of  the  Constitution.  The  income 
derived  from  it  is  devoted  to  the  purchase  of  reading  matter. 

The  fund  was  increased  during  the  past  year  $750  by  the 
sale  of  three  memberships — one  to  Charles  P.  Church,  one 
to  George  H.  Himes  and  one  to  Edward  S.  Kearney.  To 
keep  pace  with  the  growth  of  the  country  and  the  wants  of 
the  library,  at  least  that  many  of  these  memberships  ought  to 
be  disposed  of  every  year.

This  fund  was  commenced  during  the  year  in  pursuance  of 
a  recommendation  made  in  my  last  annual  report  for  the  pur- 
pose  of  publishing  the  amended  constitution  and  by-laws  and 
the  annual  reports  and  proceedings  of  the  Association  since 
1871.  As  has  been  already  suggested  in  this  report,  500  cop¬ 
ies  of  a  pamphlet  of  66  pages,  containing  such  reports,  etc., 
have  been  published,  and  also  600  copies  of  a  catalogue  of 
174  pages,  200  only  of  which  have  been  bound.  It  is  pro¬ 
posed  to  bind  the  remainder  from  time  to  time  as  they  may 
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be  needed,  with  a  supplement,  bringing  the  catalogue  down 
to  date. 

Quite  a  number  of  the  pamphlets  and  catalogues  have  been 
sent  to  the  principal  libraries  and  colleges  of  the  United 
States,  and  the  remainder  of  the  bound  catalogues  have  been 
distributed  among  the  subscribers  to  the  fund  or  sold  or  are 
on  sale  at  $i  a  copy.

DIRECTORS  AND  OFFICERS. 

No  change  has  been  made  in  the  officers  of  the  Associa¬ 
tion  during  the  year  except  in  the  case  of  one  director  who 
resigned. 

Mr.  Henry  A.  Oxer  is  still  employed  as  librarian  and  re¬ 
cording  secretary.  Mr.  Philip  C.  Schuyler  continues  to  act 
as  treasurer;  Mr.  M.  W.  Fechheimer  as  corresponding  sec¬ 
retary;  and  each  has  been  diligent  and  faithful  in  the  dis¬ 
charge  of  his  duties. 

The  Association  is  much  indebted  to  the  finance  commit¬ 
tee,  Messrs.  Henry  Failing  and  C.  H.  Lewis,  for  the  examin- 
tion  and  care  of  its  accounts  and  the  management  of  its  per¬ 
manent  funds,  and  especially  to  the  former  who  has  bestowed 
particular  attention  upon  the  investment  of  said  funds,  and 
has  kindly  given  the  society  the  benefit  of  his  special  knowl¬ 
edge  and  opportunities  in  that  respect. 

What  I  said  in  my  last  report  concerning  the  body  of  the 
directors  still  holds  true.  They  have  always  been  ready  and 
willing  so  far  as  they  could  to  attend  to  the  affairs  of  the  As¬ 
sociation  and  aid  it  with  their  means.  But  for  the  generous 
contribution  of  $100  each,  by  three  of  them  to  the  catalogue 
fund,  it  is  not  probable  the  work  of  publishing  the  reports 
and  catalogue  would  have  been  accomplished. 

On  January  2,  Mr.  William  S.  Ladd  being  unable,  on  ac¬ 
count  of  bodily  infirmities  to  attend  the  meetings  of  the  di¬ 
rectors,  resigned  his  directorship;  and  at  the  same  time  his 
son,  William  M.  Ladd,  was  chosen  by  the  directors  to  fill  the 
vacancy  caused  by  his  resignation. 

It  seems  proper  in  announcing  the  termination  of  Mr. 
Ladd’s  active  connection  with  the  library,  that  some  acknowl- 
ment  should  be  made  of  his  services  and  benefactions  to  the 
Association.  He  was  one  of  the  original  promoters  of  the 
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library  and  its  first  president.  Under  all  circumstances  he  has 
been  its  generous  friend.  To  his  kindness  we  are  indebted 
for  the  convenient  and  pleasant  rooms  in  which  the  library 
has  been  kept  the  past  ten  years,  and  without  this  timely  and 
valuable  aid  it  is  very  doubtful  whether  theAssociation  would 
not  now  be  numbered  among  the  things  that  were  but  are 
not. 

And  now  I  feel  assured  that  I  speak  the  sentiments  of  this 
meeting  when  I  express  my  regret  that  we  have  lost  his  aid 
and  counsel  in  the  board  of  directors,  and  the  sincere  wish 
that  he  may  live  long  to  enjoy  the  good  will  of  the  many  he 
has|materially  benefited  through  this  Association,  and  that 
his  successor  may  prove  worthy  of  his  place  and  name.

The  Sixteenth  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Library  Associ- 
ation  of  Portland  was  held  at  the  Library  Rooms  on  the 
evening  of  Saturday,  February  7,  1SS0 — the  President,  the 
Hon.  Matthew  P.  Deady,  in  the  chair. 

The  minutes  of  the  last  annual  meeting  were  read  and  ap¬ 
proved. 

The  President  then  read  his  annual  report,  as  follows: 

To  the  Members  of  the  Library  Association : — 

Herewith  I  present  to  you  my  annual  report  of  the  work^ 
ing  and  condition  of  the  society  during  the  year  1879. 

During  this  time,  nothing  unusual  has  occurred  in  the  af¬ 
fairs  of  the  Association,  but  the  library  has  more  than  kept 
pace  with  its  surroundings  and  steadily  increased  in  useful¬ 
ness  and  prosperity.  The  gain  in  books,  members  and  cur¬ 
rent  receipts  has  been  fully  up  to  the  average,  while  the  in¬ 
crease  of  the  permanent  funds  amounts  to  $1,394.05. 

The  following  details  concerning  the  working  and  condi¬ 
tion  of  the  library  are  drawn  from  the  books  of  the  Associa¬ 
tion,  the  annual  report  of  the  Librarian,  Mr.  Henry  A.  Oxer, 
of  the  Treasurer,  Mr.  Philip  C.  Schu)  ler,  and  of  the  Finance 
Committee,  Mr.  C.  H.  Lewis  and  Mr.  William  M.  Ladd.

BOOKS  AND  PERIODICALS. 

At  the  close  of  the  year  1S78  the  actual  number  of  volumes 
in  the  library  was  8,860.  During  the  past  year  there  was 
iidcled  to  these  665  volumes — 512  of  which  were  purchased 
at  a  cost  of  $1,195.14,  and  93  given  by  friends,  and  classified 
by  the  librarian  as  follows:

This  is  an  increase  of  1,604  volumes,  or  10 y2  per  centum 
•on  the  circulation  of  1S7S. 

During  the  year  there  was  regularly  received  and  kept  on 
file  in  the  library  rooms  147  periodicals.  Of  these  12 1  were 
American,  21  English,  4  German  and  1  Colonial.  Of  the 
American,  64  were  published  in  the  Atlantic  States,  40  in  Or¬ 
egon,  7  in  Washington  Territory,  1  in  Idaho  and  9  in  Cali- 
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fornia.  The  periods  of  their  publication  were  as  follows: 
Daily,  13;  semi  and  tri-weekly,  S;  weekly,  S7;  monthly,  33,- 
and  quarterly,  8.  Those  published  in  Oregon,  Washington 
and  Idaho  are  kindly  furnished  by  the  publishers,  free  of 
charge,  and  the  remainder  were  furnished  at  a  cost  of  $39 1.85.- 
A  large  and  well  selected  list  of  periodicals  adds  very  much 
to  the  usefulness  and  attractiveness  of  a  public  library  and 
reading  room.  The  fresh  and  vigorous  thought  and  specu¬ 
lation  upon  almost  all  topics  of  public  interest  first  appears 
in  the  columns  of  the  newspaper  and  magazine — accordingly,, 
the  library  committee  have  always  endeavored  to  make  the 
periodicals  a  prominent  feature  of  the  library.  Only  a  want 
of  means  has  prevented  them  from  doing  more  than  they 
have  in  this  direction.  In  the  meantime,  we  earnestly  invite 
all  publishers,  and  particularly  those  upon  this  coast,  to  send 
us  complimentary  copies  of  their  publications. 

Lists  of  the  publications  presented  to  the  library  and  the 
periodicals  received  during  the  year,  marked  A  and  B,  are 
hereto  annexed. 


MEMBERSHIP. 

During  the  year  1879,  5S5  persons  were  members  of  the 
Association,  classified  as  follows:  Perpetual,  52;  life, .1; 
monthly,  344;  quarterly,  175;  honorary,  13;  against  471  in 
1 878,  classified  as  follows:  Perpetual,  51;  life,  1;  yearly,  2;. 
quarterly,  116;  monthly,  2S7;  honorary,  14.  The  monthly 
and  quarterly  membership  varies,  of  course,  from  one  month 
to  a  year,  but  the  average  which  is  obtained  by  dividing  the 
amount  of  the  dues  received  on  that  account  by  $12 — the 
dues  for  a  year — is  204.9.  JS7S  the  average  was  1904^,. 
which  shows  an  increase  of  14  subscribing  members  and  1 
perpetual.

From  this  it  appears  that  the  monthly  dues  and  fines  have 
paid  the  current  expenses  of  the  rooms  and  librarian — a  de- 
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ficit  of  $196.88  in  the  receipts  of  1S78 — and  produced  a  bal¬ 
ance  of  $24.24. 

THE  HOME  FUND. 

On  December  31,  1S78,  this  fund  amounted  to  $12,755.48, 
of  which  $1,439.02  was  obtained  from  interest  on  the  same 
during  the  year. 

On  December  31,  1S79,  this  fund  amounted  to  $13,899.53, 
of  which  $1,144.05  was  interest  earned  during  the  year. 

It  is  now  about  seven  years  since  this  fund  was  started  by 
a  subscription  of  $9,215,  and  it  seems  time  that  some  addi¬ 
tion  should  be  made  to  it  in  the  same  way.  There  are  doubt¬ 
less  many  public  spirited  persons  in  Portland  who  are  able 
and  willing  to  assist  in  adding  $5,000  to  this  fund  by  sub¬ 
scription  during  the  year  1SS0.  Besides,  it  ought  not  to  be 
forgotten  that  there  is  a  sort  of  implied  understanding  that 
while  Mr.  Ladd  furnishes  the  library  a  home  free  of  rent, 
the  friends  of  the  same  would  from  time  to  time  make  sub¬ 
stantial  contributions  to  this  fund. 

THE  BOOK  FUND. 

On  December  31,  1S7S,  this  fund  amounted  to  $12,750,  of 
which  $10,500  was  loaned  on  note  and  mortgage  and  $2,250 
was  in  notes  for  balances  owing  on  subscriptions  to  perpetual 
memberships.  During  the  year  1879  it  was  increased  $250 
by  the  sale  of  a  perpetual  membership  to  Mr.  Henry  Villard. 

On  December  31,  1S79,  the  fund  amounted  to  $13,900,  of 
which  $12,000  was  loaned  on  note  and  mortgage  at  10  per 
centum  per  annum  and  $1,000  was  in  notes  for  balances  ow¬ 
ing  on  subscriptions  to  perpetual  memberships. 

The  proceeds  of  this  fund  are  applied  exclusively  to  the 
purchase  of  reading  matter,  and  to  keep  the  supply  up  to  the 
demand,  it  is  necessary  that  it  should  be  increased  every  year. 
Let  every  member  and  friend,  then,  of  the  Association,  re¬ 
solve  to  aid  this  undertaking  by  obtaining  a  subscriber  for  a 
perpetual  membership  during  the  coming  year. 
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This  stock,  although  not  upon  the  books  of  the  brokers  of 
Pine  and  Wall  streets,  is  marked  high  in  the  catalogue  of 
good  works,  and  will  pay  dividends  when  the  bonanzas  are 
only  remembered  as  a  feverish  dream.

During  the  year  some  purchases  were  made  beyond  the 
current  publications — such  as  a  complete  set  of  Harper's 
Monthly  bound — which  accounts  for  the  unusual  deficit.  As 
it  is,  it  can  only  be  made  up  by  present  economy,  which 
means,  probably,  that  we  must  deny  our  readers  the  benefit 
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of  some  pleasant  or  instructive  book  that  we  ought  to  and 
otherwise  could  furnish  them.  But  the  true  remedy  is  to  in¬ 
crease  the  book  fund.  To-day,  it  ought  not  to  be  less  than 
$20,000,  and  we  can  easily  make  it  so  if  we  only  will. 

THE  CATALOGUE  OR  PRINTING  FUND. 

This  fund  was  commenced  in  1878  by  subscription  for  the 
purpose  of  publishing  a  catalogue  and  the  proceedings  of  the 
Association.  I  think  its  name  might  be  appropriately  changed 
to  that  of  the  printing  fund.  The  amount  received  from 
subscriptions  in  1S7S  was  $932.50,  and  from  the  sale  of  cata¬ 
logues  $11,  and  during  the  same  period  $990.80  was  ex¬ 
pended  in  printing  500  copies  of  the  amended  constitution 
and  compiled  reports  and  preparing  and  printing  600  copies 


of  the  catalogue,  etc.

This  shows  a  gain  during  the  year  of  $2,339.22  against  a 
gain  of  $3,039.96  in  1878.  The  difference  is  fully  accounted 
for  by  the  fact  that  during  1879  $10,000  of  the  home  fund 
was  not  loaned  for  about  three  months,  and  after  November 
14,  was  loaned  at  10  per  cent,  per  annum  instead  of  12  as  be¬ 
fore,  and  that  only  one  perpetual  membership  was  disposed 
of  in  that  time  against  three  in  1S78. 

OFFICERS. 

There  has  been  no  change  made  in  the  officers  of  the  As¬ 
sociation  since  your  last  meeting  except  in  the  election  of  Mr. 
Roswell  H.  Lamson  as  director  in  the  place  of  Mr.  Lehman 
Blum,  resigned  on  account  of  changing  his  place  of  business 
to  Eastern  Oregon.  Mr.  Blum  was  a  good  friend  of  the  li¬ 
brary,  and  always  took  an  interest  in  its  affairs  and  labored 
to  promote  its  well  doing.  He  had  served  as  director  from 
1872. 

Mr.  Philip  C.  Schuyler  continues  to  act  as  treasurer  of  the 
Association  and  Mr.  M.  W.  Fechheimer  as  corresponding 
secretary. 

Mr.  Henry  A.  Oxer  is  still  employed  as  librarian  and  record¬ 
ing  secretary.  At  the  beginning  of  the  last  quarter  an  addition 
of  $25  per  month  was  added  to  his  salary  so  as  to  enable  him 
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to  employ  an  assistant  during  the  evening.  This  he  has  done 
with  the  approbation  of  the  directors  by  employing  Mr. 
Charles  H.  Woodward. 

ELECTION  OF  DIRECTORS. 

The  terms  of  two  directors,  Mr.  C.  H.  Lewis  and  Mr.  M. 
W.  Fechheimer  expire  at  this  term,  and  their  places  are  now 
to  be  filled  by  you  for  the  ensuing  ten  years. 

These  gentlemen  have  been  diligent  and  faithful  in  their 
positions,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  they  will  consent  to  serve  you 
as  directors  for  another  term. 

Mr.  Fechheimer  has  been  a  director  since  1872,  and  a  sub¬ 
stantial  contributor  to  the  funds  of  the  Association.  Mr.  Lewis 
has  served  as  such  since  the  organization  of  the  society  in  1S64. 
He  assisted  liberally  in  the  establishment  of  the  library  and 
has  ever  since  given  freely  of  his  time  and  money  to  promote 
the  interest  and  prosperity  of  the  Association.  Without  the 
aid  and  encouragement  of  such  men  the  library  could  neither 
have  been  founded  nor  maintained.
